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In rhe first of his regulor 
reporrs from counrries afar, 
Paul Rigby speaks ro Karl 
Duirer. programmer of 
Senrinel Worlds 1 .

Karl Duirer has a fascinarion for 



space. His firsr commercial release. 
EOS (Earrh Orbir Srarion) wos never 
seen over here, alrhough ir was 
released for rhe C64. The game 
followed NASA's plans for rhe nexr 
50 years of spoce explorarion. His 
inspirorion for EOS. and ulrimarely 
Senrinel Worlds, was rhe film 2001 : 
A Spoce Odyssey, Now I don'r 
know abour you, bur rhis film foxed 
me sideways. Karl undersrood ir, 
(I'll hove ro ask ro rell me whar ir's 
abour, somerime) and ir became, 
along wirh movies Jike rhe Sror 
Wars Trilogy, rhe coralysr for o 
career in gomes programming. As 
Karl soys himself 

'Ir's somerhing rhar I'm starring 
ro specialise in. Being involved in 
one ropic you become expert in ir. 
Narurolly you become involved in 
rhe nexr projecr in rhe some area 



as ir's easier ro moke rhar jump.' 

The ocruol idea for Senrinel 
Worlds (from which rhe leading 
paragraph comes from ), come 
from o book Korl wos writing at rhe 
rime. The plor was re-used for rhe 
design of o toble-rop RPG. So after 
EOS wos finished ir proved 
rempring for Korl ro utilise rhe story 
for rhe basis of Senrinel Worlds. The 
plor wos highly modified, mind 
you, as many oddirions and 
changes were mode while basic 
ideas such as place names and 
characrers were kepr. 

"The inrenr of 5enrinel Worlds 
was ro follow rhe concepr of rhe re- 
discovery of magic". 

This merging of rhe D&D and 
rhe science ficrion world is an 
intriguing concept but scattered 
wirh many pirfalls that Karl has, 
lorgely managed ro avoid wirh 
grear aplomb. When Senrinel 
Worlds oppeored rhere were 
scattered comments obour rhe 
underlying similarity berween ir and 
Electronic Art's Starflight. 

"I think there's some natural 
similariries. Our it's almosr like 
comparing rwo Dungeon and 
Dragon-type games. There's 
obviously going ro be similariries in 
charocrer development, whor they 
can do, etc. With regard ro 
combor. I rook o different 
opproach os I wenr for real-rime 
acrion, a fasrer dog-fighr rype of 
mode rarher rhan a slow strategic 
approoch rhar 5rarflighr rook. Orher 
similortries may have come from 
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rhe focr rhor rhe producer of borh 
products was rhe same - Joe 
Yborra. Although he doesn't ger o 
whole lor of credit he is the 
bounceboord for ideas. So it's likely 
that rhe some philosophies will 
appear. There is no conscious effort 
ro copy onybody, rhough." 

There hove always been 
fantasy role-ploying gomes. They're 
everywhere!

Anorher nagging rrouHR^I had 
was with some of rhe ourdoor 
sequences, journeying in the ATV.

Right, after rhor criticism, I did 
rhmk rhor rhe Inrerocrion was well 
done. How wos ir developed? 

I was not ovetly imptessed by 
rhe yes/no query sysrem seen in 
mony games I wanred ro hove 
much more of a conversarian 
sysrem. When you look at rhor you 
realise rhat a conversarion is just o 
ser of possible quesrions and 
anorher set of possible answers. 
Once you pass through one 
answer, rhor answer's going ro leod 
ro another ser of quesrions Forming

"I also like the graphics in 
Sennnel Worlds. These were done 
by a freelance arrisr colled Mike 
Kisoka whose pasr work includes 
Skore or Die. Whar conrrol does an 
aurhor hove over rhe graphics? As 
Karl creared rhe gameworld he 
must hove a good idea of whar his 
charocrers should look like. So whar 
sorr of communication took place 
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descriptions." 

As for 05 rhe music is 
concerned? Well, our Karl is a closer 
Phil Collins. Dir of o whiz on rhe 
tracks. Dove produced a;i overall 
rrack which worked well wlrh his 
technology. 

"The technology required o 
cerrain omounr of riming using 
insttumenrs rhat had very long or 
shorr lengrhs, So you get rhe effect 
of more rhan one instrument 
playing at rhe same rime.

You con rake berween

after each race any wins 
you mlghr have will be 
displayed plus the 
awoired ourcome of 
Parlays. 

And rhar's ir Norhing 
very special bur quire 
compulsive if you're inro 
horse toeing. Nor nearly as 
cure as mony of rhe orher r -» 
games rhis monrh so if 
you don't like gambling 
you're berrer off spending 
your money on jelly rors 
(approximately 75 
packets if you bought rhe 
disk version).

Fitst among the independents is 
Fantographics Books of California. In 
1982 rhey srarred ro publish rheir 
firsr regular comic Love and Rockers 
(quarterly, b/w £-1 .95), wrirren ond 
drawn by Mexican American 
brorhers, Gilbert ond Jaimie 
Hernandez, who had spent much 
of rhe seventies on the dole. 



rhis all starred ro come rogerher in 
the firsr issue of Love and Rockers; 
rhe local punks and punkertes; rhe 
music, rhe Brorhers Mexican 
heritage, rhe comic dreamscape, 
drown in an elegonr clear line. 

Jaimie inrroduced rwo female 
characrers, Moggie and Hopey. in 
rhe tirle srrip, os port of o fururisr 
world replere wirh rhe usuol comic/ 
sci-fi poraphanolia of Hover Cars, 
Spaceships and dinosaurs. Even 
then ir was so much imaginatively 
conceived junk, unnecessary 
padding ro rhe mosr charming, 
sexy, smarr-mourhed cosr of 
characrers since Sran Lee firsr said 
'make mine marvel'. Wirhin five 
issues much of ir had been 
jettisoned tn favour of o series of 
srories that revolve around Maggie 
and Hopey ond rhe people rhey 
know in Hoppers 13, Los Angeles. 
It's like all rhe Rebel movies Francis 
Ford Coppola always dreams of 
making, thor John Hughes couldn't 
even conceive of. 

Gilbert focussed his artenrion on 
creoring rhe mythical Mexican 
village of Palomar wirh o series of 
srories rhor go under the collecnve 
nrle of Heorrbreok 5oup. His cosr, 
rhar ranges from Tonantzin who ser 
herself on fire in proresr against the 
world's srarving, ro Lubo, owner of 
rhe local cinema ond misrress of 
rhe borh house. Ir s o rich ond 
complex '(but nor difficult) collection 
of tales that weave together wirh 
all rhe myrh and mogic of Mexicon 
folk tales ond comic fontasy.

Hewlett, and Phillip Wired World' 
Bond's fovourire comic NearSruff 
(quorrerly. b/w), by Perer Bagge o 
humour comic rhor contains some 
of rhe funniesr ond most occurore 
comedy of rhe previous decode. 
Bogge concentrates his vision on 
rhe loonies who populofe the Great 
American suburbs. For insronce. The 
Drodleys: Mom.

Hammerr. Sinner has developed 
inro an investigation of the Dig City, 
any dry, any place bur New York. 
The deodbeats, rhe drunks, rhe 
panhondlers, rhe losr and rhe 
lonely, all ger a look in as Alack 
Sinner tries ro come ro terms with 
his own devils os well os those of 
the ciry he loves ro hate.
